The Pool came into being as 
an instrument through which 
farmers might solve their grain 
marketing problems by their 
own efforts. Its centre is still the 
Saskatchewan farm, though in 
serving the farmer, the Pool has 
acquired a great variety of assets 
worth more than $56,000,000. 

The Wheat Pool is democratic¬ 
ally controlled by its members 
through the annual election of 
delegates, directors and execu¬ 
tive officers. The management 
of this vast co-operative is con¬ 
ducted from its head office in 
Regina.

T he country elevator is the farmer’s door to the world’s 
grain markets. In whatever distant land his wheat may be consumed, 
almost every farmer makes his first contact with the grain market at 
his local elevator. 

It is at the local elevator, too, that the terms of the farmer’s sale are 
determined. Here his grain is weighed and graded. In case of dispute, the 
farmer can appeal to a government inspection department for a final grade 
on his product. But, in the great majority of cases the farmer and the ek' 
vator agent reach agreement at the time of sale. Hence, the farmer’s re¬ 
lationship to the country elevator is of prime importance in grain marketing. 

During pioneering days on the prairies, these relationships were such 
that farmers felt the need to form their own grain handling companies. But 
even the development of farmer-owned elevator companies did not solve 
all marketing problems. Again the farmers determined to seek better con¬ 
ditions through their own efforts and, to this end, they organized the three 
prairie Wheat Pools in 1923 and 1924. 

Their aim was stated in the charter of the Central Selling Agency of 
the Pools: “To eliminate manipulation, speculation and waste . . . reduce 
costs of operation and . . . preserve for the grower and the public alike their 
proper profits and economies”. This has been the touchstone of Saskatche¬ 
wan Wheat Pool policy since the beginning. Through a succession of wheat 
marketing systems, the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool has continued to hold 
that its prime function is to serve the farm community economically and 
efficiently. 

In achieving this end, the farmers of Saskatchewan, who grow more 
than half of Canada’s wheat have co-operatively built the largest primary 
grain handling organization in the world. Scattered across the face of Sask¬ 
atchewan, the Wheat Pool operates 1,147 country elevators serving more 
than 1,000 communities. This elevator system has a total capacity of more 
than 80,000,000 bushels of grain. Its yearly turnover has ranged in recent 
years from about 135,000,000 to more than 214,000,000 bushels.

PRINTING AND PUBLISHING, SASKATOON 


The printing and publishing 
division of the Wheat Pool 
operates a fully modem print¬ 
ing establishment at Sask¬ 
atoon doing all classes of 
commercial printing. It also 
publishes a weekly news¬ 
paper, The Western Pro¬ 
ducer, which circulates to 
150,000 farm homes in west¬ 
ern Canada.

One of the newest and most modern flour mills in western Canada is operated by the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool at Saskatoon. This mill has a daily capacity of 400,000 pounds 
of flour which is sold in the domestic and export markets. The mill supplies Co-op Red 
Label Flour to co-operative associations from the Maritimes to Vancouver Island and sells 
Pool flour through retail stores in many prairie communities'. Flour from the Wheat Pool 
mill was exported last year to 29 foreign countries, much of it leaving Canada through the 
port of Vancouver. 





















The Livestock Division of 
the Wheat Pool owns four 
livestock yards and main- 
tains sales agents on all 
public markets in Saskatche- 
waji. It is represented on the 
Winnipeg market by an 
agency jointly owned with 
other western farm co-opera- 
tives. The Livestock Division 
of the Pool annually handles 
about 40 per cent of all the 
livestock sold on public mar- 
kets in Saskatchewan. 


Now the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool turns toward Canada’s west 
coast. This giant among Canadian farm co-operatives is extending the 
service it performs for its members by entering directly into the 
Vancouver grain trade. Grain from some Pool country elevators has 
long been shipped through the Port of Vancouver. Now, the Wheat 
Pool takes a first step in providing office and terminal facilities of its 
own to serve this growing business. The Saskatchewan Wheat Pool is 
proud of this addition to the long record of its achievements in the 
service of the Saskatchewan farmer.
